President Roosevelt selected the meat 
trust as a scape-goat in' his anti-trust campaign and accomplished all 
that he desired.

Judge Crosscut), before whom the case was brought in Qiicago 
at the time, ordered the meat trust to disband in tbc name of the law. 
“And Messrs. .Armour, Cudahy. Swift, Morris, the Hanunond _ Co., 
Schwartrschild & Sulzberger declared that as good and law-abiding 
citizens they would, of course, comiily with the command of the 
court." They declared, through the public pscss, that'they had given 
orders to their agen's, of whom there are over 4,000 in this coimtry, 
“to uphold the combination no longer.” 

\Ve said then and there that the di.ssolution of this bad trust was 
a humbug. That tlie meat magnates were Iving. That they were 
cheating the courts and the government as they cheated the consum- 
ers and the cattle dealers. That the meat trust still flourished. Tliat 
the combination would continue secretly in the future as in the past. 
And that by outward appearance of compliance they simply wished to 
•oothe public opinion, which was stropgly inclined to demand very 
radical measures against this trust.

They handle their customers with the insolent assurance of men who 
know that their customers cannot escape them.

They must take what is offered them or go without 


And the result? Meat is all the time going higher. 

Especially within the last few weeks it has gone up with a jerk. 
.Whoever wants to feast on the tough mtuclcs of a Texas steer, 
must now pay a good big sum. 

Of course there is also a natural cause for this rise in meat, and 
lor its poor quality. 

In consequence of tlie belated spring there is a scarcity of fodder. 
The cattle, therefore, cannot be fattened. What is brought to market 
It the lean stock, with more sinews and gristle than flesh. The farm- 
irsi’who are not obliged to sell their cattle, are still keeping them in 
the hope that they may yet get fat in this cold, wet and god-forsaken 
year.

The "dissolved” meat trust is now at owr with the cattle-raisers, 
ffhe question is whether the cattle-men shall be paid for cattle con- 
'demned by the officials after slaughter. The slaughter-house barons 
maintain, since" so many cattle are condemned under the present

In short, the meat business stands exactly on its old basis. The 
tigantic capitalistic organization of the meat trade is just as it was be- 
rore. 

This capitalistic organization has not yielded to the anarchy which 
Roosevelt wanted to introduce. The concentration in_ this field has 
fiready gone too far and could no longer be turned aside. The proof 
pf the failure of Roosevelt’s campaign is most evident and striking. His 
pampaign was directed against the exorbitant price of meat aqd tlie ex- 
lortjon practiced on the public. And now, after the trust's "dissolu¬ 
tion,” meat is considerably higher than before and is getting higher and 
higher. That is the outcome.

The question U only, what can be done? 

Shall we enact laws to regulate the prices which the trusts de¬ 
mand for their wares ? That would be meddling with the rights of the 
private individual It would really be partial confiscation. 

To ruin the trusts by special le^sUtion is also very difficult Every 
increase of taxes ns follow^ by an increase in the price of (he products 
ooatrolled by the trusts. 

Laws treating them as conspiracies are equally valueless. It is 
easy enough for them to prove that they are carrying on their business 
fat exactly the same manner as other business men. 

Besides, there is no law, and under the present economic system 
none can be enacted, effectually foxbidding thm to unite into one great 
single firm. 

In short, a government which stands on the basis of the present 
•couonuG system is powerless agaiiut the trusts.

But the question is, do we wbh to leave the products of this 
country in the control of a small number of irreqioazible men, whose 
only interest it to exploit us up to ffie last ihmt of our endnrance?

The Social-Democracy confident¬ 
ly anticipates tliat the great nu- 
jority of tltose who teach in public 
Khnols will in due time come into 
its ranks. There are a number of 
very sound reasons for this an¬ 
ticipation, and it may be worth 
white to mention a few. 

First of ail, there is no other po¬ 
litical party which is so largely a 
cultural movement, which dqiends 
so much for guidance ti|Kin the re¬ 
sults of modern science. Indged, 
^ne fairly good way of stating the 
purpose of the Social-Democracy 
might be, to apply inoelem science 
to social problems, "and secure the 
benefits of the best thinking of the 
day for all people. 

Another very fundamental reason 
Is the fact that school teachers are 
after all ncitliing but wage workers. 
To be sure, they do not wrork very 
much at heavy physical tabor— 
neither do the cheap bookkeepers 
and clerks. And in many cases the 
wages of school teachers are miser¬ 
ably small. Whatever the reasons 
may be foe this latter fact, it is a 
fact, and it helps to place the school 
teachers among the ranks of those 
who do the most useful work of the 
community and receive for their ef¬ 
fort a mere pittance. This fact has 
been recognized school teachers, 
and especially in OiicagD, where the 
teachers have organiz^ their own 
trades union and have affiliated 
with the federated trades council of 
that city. They have done it for no 
other ^rpose than lo secure the 
•uppurt of organized labor for the 
actual payment of their wages—

Question—For what are Socialists and Social-Democ: u- wniking? 

Answer—To change llte present di.stirdcrly, compctiiivi sy- lcni of 
business, into an orderly, co^iperativc one—from a systei - l ini’.ividu- 
alism to one of collectivism—from capitalism to Socialitin. 

Q.—Wliat are the fundaniental doctrines of Socialism' 

A.—That all able-txKlied adults shall be workers, w;:li head or 
hand, in some useful occu|>ati<in, and shall individually rt>' w for their 
labor the full protluct of their service, less only wlut i> u'i.t-sary to 
maintain the comnirmwealth. 

Q.—Do not non-Socialists admit the justice of this pi- i- .'-itioit? • 

A.—Many do theoretically, hut np|iosc the adoptioii i nicantres 
in the direction of putting tlie theory into o|ieralion. 

Q.—To what extent tkies the present utdustrial sy-t< itt fail to 
iiieasnrc up to the .Socialist's ideal ? 

A.—To a very great extent. Now tlie working po pie receive 
for their labor but about one-third of what they prodnci I'lie siiecii- 
latiiig and lirofit-laking classes get about fwo-thirds of tlie average 
earnings of lalxir withmit rendering any equiv-aleiit thcrei. r. 1 his has 
resulted in making half of the Anicricah people proptritless, while 
the non-proelucing class acquired yo per cent of tbi ii.tal vvcaltli 
of the L'niterl States which is nearly all of the produclivi prii]R-rty, or 
property with which ngare wealth can be created. Of thv ifi.ooo.ooo 
families, 8,305/xxi own no liomcs, and 4,7100,000 live ,iii niortgagcd 
liouses in this country. 35,000 people own more proixvty than do 
80,000.000 of peojtlc. According to the census reports, 52 per cent 
of our population arc horn in poverty and are consigi?i ,i lo a life of 
servitude, ami two millions of ciiildronarc enslaved andaVreed lo hard 
labor in our mills and shops. 

Q.—What is the cause of this akimiing condition oilhitig.s? 

A.—.About sixty years ago the world entered upon .t new era or 
cycle. For thousands of years wealth was produced by simple Itaml 
tools. Each individual worker owned his own tools, (lii'irss he was a 
slave). About sixty years ago lalxtr-saving niachlncryfts-gan rapidly 
to take the place of these taind-tools. During tliat time v.iiihh prixliic- 
tion increased fifty-fold. Now one worker, by the aid pi ’Jic machine, 
produces more wealth titan fifty workers could product- sixty years 
ago. The problem of production has been largely solvi ij, but a' just 
distribution of that wealth has not yet been adtusted.-*'''.'UMe capitalistic 
speculator acquired owmersbip of the fnaebine. held d«MHIi|r wages of 
the worker to a level^only a little abgve what labore^r-Vfflrijff%fhcn 
they worked with simple hand tools. This enables die capitalist, who 
did not invent the machine, nor render any service in c< instructing it, 
to put into his pocket five-sixths of the wealth pfAnInccd .Ainerica is 
a wealthv country, prtxlucing $ 34 XX>,ooo,ooo rt»rc than we cdnsume, 
but that wealth is in the hands of the few. Instead of sending the 
surplus to foreign markets it should be equitably shareii by tlx>«c wlio 
create it. 

Q.—What does die .Socialist propose to do about it. Will he de¬ 
stroy the machine as the people once did in China ? 

A,—No, the Socialist says: "The discovery and apfilieatiun of the 
power of steam and electricity, and other forces of matiirr, sliould 
not be monopolized to make a few shrewd speculator^ rich, while 
the millions are kept on the verge of poverty and dest'iniion. Jus¬ 
tice, morality, good government, religion, and tlie well-lK-ing of the 
race demands that an economic system should be inaugitrated tinder 
which all those things necessary for the good of humanity should be 
owned and operated by the nation, acting in a colleetiv c ur co-opera¬ 
tive capacity. It is de^y wrong and destructive of high civilization 
to permit a handful of men to privately own, for profit, <Bc tilings 
intended by a beneficient creator for the benefit and pinrss of the 
human family." Socialists say; "Let the means of peodnctiun and dis¬ 
tribution be owned by the people collectively. Let eigbii millions of 
people go into partnership to produce wealth, aqd each man and 
woman be rewarded acording to the 'value of his and her -crvicc to tiie 
whole body of the people." 

Q.—Does the Socialist propose to abolish all privi|c utviicrship of 
property? 

A.—No, not at all. Socialists say, "let that class of property be 
owned collectively which is used collectively—which by its 

nature that it is a public necessity, and can be made it pnxluce more 
wealth, and let property which is obviously not of pifLIic utility be 
oumed individnally.” There is now a great deal of pr<'|Krrt^' owned, 
and privileffes enjoyed, collectively, such as public tchgph. imivcrsities, 
asylums, liwaries, dty, county state and nationad buil'lings, high¬ 
ways. parks, canals, postoffices, rivers, ships, harbon,%ater and light¬ 
ing plants, etc. All these are socially conducted prapiiiiics. 1 'here re¬ 
main railroads, manufactories, land, oiL coal and'AKta! mines, and 
other productive property that should be owned 00-d^rativeIy. The 
individual may, under Socialism, privately own his maafioii, his private 
library, his carriage and horses, his auUitiiobile—in abort, any and all 
sorts of non-productive property which be honestly avn-i. except that
